Tired of Life. 


Sometime during Saturday morning 
Joseph W. Meuller, aged 66 years, a 
resident of Lorin, went out to the barn 
in the rear of his sister's house on Fair- 
view street, and committed suicide by 
cutting one of ttfe arteries in his arms 
and then bleeding to death.

H e has not done anything for sev­ 
eral years, having had money enough 
to keep himself without working. 
For 
the last two years he has boarded with 
his sister, at whose home he took his 
life. 


T h e mother of the wife of Rev. H . 
A. Ketchuni met with a misfortune on 
Saturday last that will in all probability 
result in her death. 
While walking in 
the yard she slipped and fell and broke 
one of her legs, and as she is an old 
lady 82 of age, the shock is so great 
that it is feared she cannot recover. 
Dr. Eastman was called and he set the 
injured limb, but owing to her extreme 
age the physician has grave doubts as 
to whether she will survive.

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THE ELECTRIC ROAD FRANCHISE. 


EDITOR 
GAZETTE—Sometime 
ago 
an application was made to the Board 
of Trustees by Messrs. Wagner and 
Sell, that the Board offer for sale a 
franchise tor a street railroad along 
Hopkins street from Sacramento street 
to Josephine street and from thence 
along Josephine 
street 
and thence 
along Rose street to Oxford street and 
thence down that street to University 
avenue and thence by way of Univer 
sity avenue and Stanford place to th 
intersection of Alston way. 
The peti 
tion recited that Mr. 
Sell was the 
owner of the horse car line now 
operation between 
East 
and 
West 
Berkeley and Peralta Park and that 
both petitioners were the»owners of the 
franchise granted to J. George Card 
ner along Shattuck avenue, Bancroft 
way and College avenue and that 
they were granted the franchise asked 
for they would build and operate the 
three franchises as one road. 
The 
petition could not be acted upon at 
the time it was filed for the reason that 
the State law and the charter prohibits 
the granting of a franchise within 70 
days after a general municipal election. 
It came up, however, at the meeting of 
the Board on the 2nd of August. The 
Attorney for the Board then 
made 
some explanation and as no one rep- 
presenting the "petitioners was present 
•the matter went oyer without action. 


Last Friday night Mr. Wagner was 
present and askecr one of the Trustees 
to bring the matter up as he would like 
to be heard and after the routine busi 
ness was disposed of the Trustee stated 
the fact to the Board, and, permission 
being granted, Mr. Wagner thtn stated 
that the application was made in good 
faith, that they intended to build the 
road if granted the franchise, but that 
he believed that the requirements of 
the charter, of a deposit of $2000, was 
clearly in conflict with the State Law, 
which provided that franchises should 
be offered for sale, upon the conditions 
provided in the State law A N D N O T 
O T H E R W I S E , and that they would 
not feel safe in. making the deposit, for 
the reason, that if the provisions o t the 
charter requiring 
it, were illegal, it 
might be regarded as a voluntary pay­ 
ment, which the Board would have no 
right or authority to refund. 
That it 
was an onerous condition, serving no 
good purpose, that they need all their 
money to buld the road, and that they 
did not pretend to make their applica­ 
tion, or desire to build the road, from 
motives of philanthropic but as a busi­ 
ness proposition, that if the provisions 
of the charter were legal they would 
make .the deposit, but did rot feel safe 
in doing so until that fact was settled 
by the decision of the proper court 
and he asked the Board to take such 
action as would enable them to bring 
the matter before the Courts, and that 
the Town Attorney had a resolution 
drawn rejecting the application which 
«&* entirety satisfactory tn thr>m and 
he asked the Board to adopt that re­ 
solution. 


Mr. Martin spoke up and said that 
he did not want to encourage litigation 
and that the pendency of 


and along the following streets, towit: 
Commencing at the center point of the 
intersection of Sacramento street with 
Hopkins street and 
running 
thence 
along Hopkins streetto the center line 
6f Josephine street and thence along 
said Josephine street to the center line 
of Rose street and thence along said 
Rose street to the center line of Ox 
ford street and thence along said Ox­ 
ford street to the center line of the in­ 
tersection of University avenue, thence 
along said University avenue to the 
center line of 
Stanford 
place 
and 
thence along said Stanford place to the 
center line of the intersection of All- 
ston way; coming before this Board 
and it appearing that said application 
is not accompanied by a cash deposit 
of $2000 as required by the provisions 
of the 12th subdivision of section 50 
of the charter of the Town of Berke­ 
ley. 
It is resolved by the Board of 
Trustees of t,he Town of Berkeley as 
follows: That the said Board refuse to 
consider the application for said fran­ 
chise upon its merits and hereby re­ 
ject the same for the sole reason (hat 
the said application is not accompanied 
by a cash deposit of $2000 as a guar­ 
antee of the good faith of said appli- 
cants as required by the charter of the 
Town of Berkeley." 


The Town Attorney 
Mr. Hayne, 
however, had drawn up another resolu­ 
tion to the same effect which was en­ 
tirely satisfactory to Mr. Wagner. 


We do not wish to prejudice 
the 
Town Ro? 
rd before it takes final ac­ 
tion in the matter but we deem it 
proper to offer a few suggestions to the 
Board and the public in reference to 
the matter. 
In the first place the ap­ 
plicants are responsible, 
enterprising 
and well known citizens and taxpayers 
of Berkeley, their application therefore 
deserves respectful consideration by 
the Board, all intendments ought to be 
in their favor and their application 
ought to be treated as made in good 
faith. 
The clerk of the Board particu­ 
larly shpuld recognize it as "an appli­ 
cation 
for a franchise" and, should 
read it. 
It is not for him to deter­ 
mine whether it is a. legal application 
or not. 


It must be conceded that there is 
an apparent conflict between the Slate 
law and the charter as to the question 
of requiring the $2000 deposit and it 
seems to us that it is to the interest of 
all to have such questions determined 
as soon as possible. 
It will be noticed 
that the resolution proposed by Mr. 
Wagner, as well as that offered by the 
town attorney, is merely a statement of 
the true facts in the case and it does 
not seem to us that there can be any 
objection to that. 
Mr. Martin is evi 
dently at fault in the position he takes 
in the matter, 
in passing- upon any 
quest'on as a member of the Board, he 
is not running a private business or a 
private corporation. 
In the 
business 
world the practice prevails of every one 
jealously guarding his own business 
and of admitting nothing, even if true, 
that may work to his injury, but in 
this case Mr. Martin is not acting in

termined in the Courts, and while the 
Bo*rd need not go out of its way to 
present everybody desirous of testing 
the legally of charter provisions with 
an issue, in the case of an application 
in good faith, they should not hesitate 
to state the facts as they are and 
not 
squirm or dodge a proper issue.

WATER POWER. 


American and Koropean Method* of Cilni 
It In a Large W y , 


The standard American method of 
utilizing a large amount of water power 
has hitherto been to distribute the wa­ 
ter to the several consumers or mill 
owners by means of a system of head | 
races, so called, with facilities for its 
discharge at a lower level, to be utilized ! 
as the owner or lessee saw fit, and gen- j 
erally on his own premises. This led to 1 
long head canals and to insignificant 
tail races, whereas the Niagara plaut con­ 
sists of a common tail race, a mile and a 
half long, with comparatively insignifi­ 
cant head races. The old time water I 
power company sold gr leased the right j 
to draw a definite quantity of water at 
defined times, with the privilege of dis­ 
charging it at a lower level, and the 
mill owner did the rest, whereas at 
Niagara Falls the right is leased to dis­ 
charge a definite quantity of water into 
the tail race tunnel, with the privilege of 
drawing this quantity from the head 
canal, or from the river. 
But over and 
above this the produot—power—may be 
contracted for at Niagara Falls, deliv­ 
ered on the shaft 


To create a large group of mill situs 
of the older sort there was necessary, in j 
the first instance, a large, continuous 
body of land, properly located for the 
purpose. If this oould not be bought up 
secretly, and in large blocks, the whole 
water power enterprise would fail to 
come to fruition. 
In Europe, however, j 
several such enterprises came into being 
in spite of the inability of the projectors 
to primarily buy tracts of land such as 
have been described. 
This was done by 
establishing central power stations near 
the dam, or head canal, and then trans­ 
mitting the power produced, instead of 
the water to produce it, to the consu­ 
mers or mill owners. Up to within, say, 
five years, this had always been accom­ 
plished by means of wire rope trans­ 
missions of power, and it is easy to see 
that the invention of the electrical trans­ 
mission of power would give this form 
of the utilization of a large water pow­ 
er a great impetus. 
Many such giants 
are therefore already in existence, many 
are building, but among them all no 
one is probably so celebrated and is at­ 
tracting the attention of all intelligent 
men as this at Niagara Falls.—Cassier's 
Magazine.

Dr. Schott does not think that the 
maximum height of the waves is very 
great. Some observers have estimated it 
at 80'or 40 feet in a wind of the force 
represented by 11 on the Beaufort scale, 
the highest number of which is 12, and 
Dr. Schott's maximum is just 33 feet He 
believes that in great tempests waves of 
more than 60 feet are rare, and that , 
even those of 50 feet are exceptional In 
the ordinary trade winds the height is 6 
or 6 feet 
The ratio of height to length ' 
is about 1.88 in a moderate wind, 1.18 , 
in a strong wind and 1.17 in a storm, 
from which it follows that the inclina­ 
tion of the wave is repectively about 6, 
10, 11 degrees. 
The ratio of the height 
of the waves to the force of the wind 
varies greatly.
